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Che Red Dragon of China 


The battle of the Bolshevists to annex the vast and 
populous domains of China to the immense territories 
already subject to the Red Regime in Russia and 
Siberia continues to occupy the front pages of the 
great dailies in both Europe and America. The pros- 
pect for Soviet success does not seem to be quite so 
great at the present writing that it did a month ago. 
The Nationalist armies swept everything before them 
until they took possession of Shanghai, China's great- 
est commercial center. Peking was the next in order 
for conquest and its capture seemed only a matter of a 
few weeks. There were street parades in Moscow and 
other public signs of rejoicing. Borodin, the Russian 
director of Red Propaganda in China, allowed himself 
to be interviewed. He spoke in accents of certain 
victory, imperialism was doomed, China’s four hundred 
millions were henceforth to be linked with the one 
hundred and fifty million Russian Reds in the com- 
munist revolution which would soon embrace the 
world. 

Meantime the missionaries were made the subjects 
of attack and persecution. Some lost their lives and 
hundreds were driven out of the country. The bulk 
of those who have fled the country are Protestant mis- 
sionaries. Our Catholic Fathers and Sisters for the 
most part are still bravely “holding the fort.’”’ Mean- 
time St. Michael and his Angels, under the direction of 
God and Our Lady, have not abandoned the field to 
the hosts of Lucifer. Strife and division have broken 
out in the ranks of the erstwhile victorious Nationalists. 
Rival governments have been set up at Hankow and 
Nanking. Chiang Kai-Shek, the commander-in-chiei 
of the Nationalist armies and Borodin are after each 
other’s scalp. Every day brings forth some new 
development but the reaction among the Chinese 
themselves against the Communist radicals has set in 
and the prospects for Bolshevist discomfiture 
brighter as we write than at any time since the Red 
Revolution was inaugurated in China. 

It is not to be wondered at that the old Red Dragon 
has been tremendously stirred up and filled with 
“anger against the woman,” to use the language of the 
Apocalypse, referring, of course, to our Blessed Lady, 
because the missionary conquest of China has been 
making rapid strides of late and “the Prince of this 
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world,” as our Lord described Satan, has no intention 
of allowing the four hundred million Chinese pagans 
to give up their superstitious worship of the dragon 
and embrace the religion of Christ without making 
some desperate efforts to retain his sovereign sway 
over central Asia. He knows also that the Christian- 
izing of China will have an immense influence in sub- 
jecting the three hundred millions of India also to 
the rule of Christ the King. 

It is a time for us to pray very earnestly for the 
utter defeat of Bolshevism in the Near and Far 
East and the triumph everywhere in the Orient of the 
Cross and true Church of Jesus Christ.

We are 
being tried with our cows who are so weak for want 
of food that we have lost several of them after delivery 
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of their calves. It is a big loss but God knows best, so 
we do not complain. Please, Father, pray that it may 
vet warm and the grass may come up and save the 
rest. We have lost horses, cows and pigs, all for the 

int of good food, as it was so dry for the past few 
summers that there was no hay to speak of, but may 
ve get a good wet yeur this summer to help us out 
or next winter, if God so wills it.”

POLITICS 


The significance of Mr. Marshall’s catechetical 
rejoinder to Governor Smith’s letter is really to be 
found in a spiritual truth rather than in a matter of 
policy, for as the Catholic Church is the Kingdom 
of God on earth with a spiritual mission to all nations, 
so she contemplates always that time in the providence 
of God when all the Kingdoms of the world shall be- 
come the Kingdom of our God and of His Anointed 
One. 


Meantime, any nation, if it can be made aware of 
the truth of it, “ought” to protect the Church as the 
custodian of God's truth. To believe that the Cath- 
olic religion is the only true religion implies the belief 
that any nation aware of this truth ought to protect 
it against the assaults of violence and lies. 


It was a subtle Episcopalian attempt to get an out- 
standing Catholic to make the Catholic Chrrch out 
to be just one denomination on equal terms with many. 
Sut as the Catholic Church never forgets he: divine 
source, neither does she cease to recollect the ideal 
Christ Himself set before her, and her ultimate destiny 

to win the world for Christ. This has ever been her 
mission. It will continue so to be.

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CHURCH UNITY OCTAVE IN ROME 
By R. S. MILani 

Readers of THe Lamp will be interested to know 
how the idea of the Church Unity Octave, originated 
and so admirably fostered by their Editor, is gather- 
ing momentum so that also across the water it has 
become a part of our annual Devotions. 

Here in Rome where still stand the first altars of 
Christendom, dedicated to Christ in those centuries 
when Christianity knew but one Faith and one Fold, 
prayer for the reunion of Christendom seems most 
auspicious, 

For three successive years the Unity Octave of 
Prayer has been held in Santa Susanna, the Church of 
the Paulist Fathers at Via Venti Settembre, and the 
growing interest has been attested by the growing 
numbers, which this year, despite a week of continual 
rain, filled the church. 

Three years ago the Rector of Santa Susanna, the 
Rey. Thomas Lantry O'Neill, C.S.P., formerly 
Chaplain of Newman Hall at the University of 


California, opened the first Roman Unity Octave in 
the ancient church of Santa Susanna which Pope Bene- 
dict XV set aside for the use of Americans in Rome. 
A second Octave was given there the following year 
















‘ by the Rev. Henry I. Stark, C.S.P., then stationed at 
i the Paulist House of Rome and now Pastor in Minnea- 
i polis at the Church of St. Lawrence. 

i Both Octaves were successful but they have been 


surpassed by the one which has just closed, with His 
Eminence Cardinal Bonzano, Papal Legate to the 
recent Eucharistic Congress at Chicago, and Titular 
r of Santa Susanna, celebrating Pontifical Mass on the 
q closing day, the Feast of St. Paul the Apostle. With 
5 His Eminence were the following: Assistant Priest, 

Msgr. Moses Kiley, Spiritual Director of the North 
' American College; Honorary Deacons, Msgr. Horace 

Mann, Rector of the Beda College and Msgr William 

Clapperton, Rector of the Scots College; Master of 
f Ceremonies, Msgr. Grano. The music by the stu- 
dents of the North American College under the direc- 
tion of Msgr. Rella of the Sistine Choir, was unusually 
beautiful. The Right Rev. Bishop Arthur Hinsley, 
Titular of Sebastopolis and Rector of the English Col- 
lege gave Solemn Benediction in the afternoon. 


The Octave, widely advertised, attracted a large 
number of non-Catholics, resident or visiting in Rome, 
who with the other members of the American and Eng- 
lish colony followed the eight-days service with great 
interest. Representatives of many religious orders 
were also present, including the students of the North 
American College. 

A course of sermons was preached by the Rev. 
Stanislaus Dempsey of Westminster, London, at one 
time stationed in San Francisco, who came to Rome 
from London at the express invitation of the Rector 
of Santa Susanna. These sermons, opening with “St. 
Peter's Royal Command” at the beginning of the 
Octave on the Feast of the Chair of Peter, and con- 
cluding on the Feast of St. Paul with a tribute to that 
great Convert, presented with clarity and force the 
issues involved. Prayers for the special intention of 
each day, and community singing of English hymns, 
were features of the services, which closed with daily 
Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament. 


For the enquiring minds which this Octave has 
stirred to further knowledge, the new reading room 
of Santa Susanna has already proved a benefit. This 
nucleus of English books which aims to grow into a 
library of the best that is printed in English on the 
history, doctrines and practices of the Catholic Church, 
accessible to all, is most opportune in a city where, as 
in none other, the question of religion rises before the 
individual and the evidences of an apostolic, primitive, 
mediaeval and continuous Catholicism arrest him at 
every turn. The work of the Unity Octave does not 
end here with the eight days, but is continued through 
this medium and through the daily labors of the Paul- 
ist Fathers in Rome. Those of us who followed the 
recent Octave here join with the Editor of THe Lamp 
in his hope that it will one day attain universal ob- 
servance.

Though the Church’s missionary efforts in India and 
China are over four centuries old, it would appear 
that considerable strides have been taken since 1850. 
In 1800 there were five Vicariates Apostolic in China. 
Now there are sixty-six bishoprics and about 2,500,000 
Catholics. In 1800 there were eight bishoprics or 
missionary divisions in India; now there are forty- 
eight, with a Catholic population of three million. 
Catholicity existed in name only in the Africa of 1800. 
Now there are about 100 ecclesiastical divisions or 
bishoprics, and three million Catholics. 


Holy Week without church services by Catholic 
priests was known in Mexico for the first time this 
year. April 17 was the only Easter in Mexican history 
with the commemoration of Christ's resurrection un- 
solemnized by priestly ritual in Catholic places of 
worship. Since Hernando Cortes the Spanish Con- 
queror brought to this land four centuries ago the 
religion which swept 
away pagan gods and 





Government, and expressed the sincere admiration of 
the Canadian prelates for the courage and valor of the 
Mexicans in their sufferings.

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We announced in Graymoor Annals last month that 
it was necessary to enlarge the Sisters’ Convent 
Chapel, and that the workmen were already busy on 
the job. Under pressure from the Sisters to occupy 
the Chapel for the Holy Week ceremonies, the 
carpenters, painters and electricians hustled beyond 
their wont and finished the interior, with the excep- 
tion of the placing of the new choir stalls, in just 
four weeks from the time they began. Not only is 
the Chapel of Our Lady of the Angels much larger 
than formerly but it is very much improved in both 
external and internal appearance. No one volunteered 
to pay the entire cost but the Sisters’ offerings at 
Easter for this purpose now total two thousand dollars, 
One thousand more will be required 
to entirely cover the expense. 


The Holy Week ceremonies were 
carried out with painstaking atten- 
tion to every detail of ritual observ- 
ance both by the Friars on the 
Mountain and the Sisters in the 
Graymoor Valley. On Holy Thurs- 
day St. John’s Church was used as 
the Altar of Repose by the Sisters 
and the Holy Ghost Chapel, on the 
summit of the mountain, by the 
Friars. There was a difference of 
opinion by those who visited both, 
which of the two was the more 
beautiful. 

St. John’s not being large enough 
to accommodate every one for the 
service of the Passion from twelve 
to three on Good Friday, the Rev- 
erend Fr. Anselm, S.A. preached 
the Seven Sayings of Our Lord 
from the Cross to the men on the 
Mountain in St. Francis’ Church, 
while the Father General of the 
Society, as usual, preached at St. 
John’s. There is nothing more 
fitting than that the faithful should 
spend these three momentous hours 
of Christ’s Agony Unto Death for the Salvation of 
the World in church; and we are glad to note that 
the custom of holding the Three Hour Service on 
Good Friday, long ago inaugurated by the Jesuits, is 
every year gaining in popular observance by the Cath- 
olics of America. 

Holy Saturday ceremonies began in the Convent 
Chapel at seven o'clock but did not start in St. Francis’

Church on the Mount of the Atonement until 9:30 and 
ended at 12:20. In the afternoon the Rev. Joseph 
Zimmerman, a Jewish Rabbi, received Holy Baptism 
in the Holy Ghost Chapel. The conversion of Mr. 
Zimmerman was not precipitous. He has been our 
guest for six months; a close student meanwhile of 
the Old and New Testament Scriptures, and Catholic 
theology. He has taken nothirg for granted, even go- 
ing to New York to spend hours of research in a 
Jewish library pouring over Hebrew manuscripts. He 
was tremendously impressed with the ceremonies of 
Holy Week and Easter Sunday, on which day he was 
most happy to receive Our Lord in Holy Communion. 
Jewish converts at Graymoor are an old story but this 
is the first time we have registered 
the baptism of a rabbi. 


Easter proved a genuine spring 
day. There were showers at night, 
the sky was overcast until towards 
evening. The sun shone through 
the clouds only twice but there was 
a breath of spring in the air, the 
birds sang their carols in the morn- 
ing and the frogs in the brooks 
chanted their own peculiar chorus 
until nightfall, Easter joy and glad- 
ness surcharged the Graymoor 
atmosphere and manifested itself 
in the smiling faces of the Friars 
and Students as well as of our 
guests. Both St. Francis’ Church 
and the enlarged Convent Chapel 
of our Sisters were crowded at the 
early Masses and many commun- 
ions were made. St. John’s was 
full of worshippers at the Solemn 
High Mass at 9:30 A. M. Ex- 
Police Commissioner McLaughlin 
of New York City was one of the 
distinguished strangers in the con- 
gregation. The singing of the 
combined choirs of the Friars, 
Students and Sisters was superb. 


Monday and Tuesday of Easter week were treated 


as holidays. The Students went out to Indian Lake 
on Monday and the Novices occupied the Friars’ new 
cottage on the Lake Shore on Tuesday. The professed 
Sisters went to St. Anthony’s Farm as guests of the 
Tertiary Sisters on Monday and the Convent Postu- 
lants and Novices did-the same on Tuesday. 
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On Easter Monday the masons, who stopped work 
on the cloister of the Little Flower Memorial at the 
end of November, came back to complete the first sec- 
tion of the Memorial. They promise to push the work 
forward now to a quick completion. 





Among the recent guests at Graymoor, we record 
the name of Frank Norman Fitzpatrick, formerly a 
colored clergyman of the Episcopal Church, who was 
ordained to the Anglican ministry on December 3rd, 
1918, being a graduate of the General Theological 
Seminary of New York, also the Howard University 
of Washington. He also enjoyed the educational ad- 
vantage of two years post graduate study at Columbia 
University. His last charge as a clergyman was 
St. Mark’s Church, Plainfield, N. J., from which he 
resigned in 1925. Since then, he has been a careful 
student of the claims of the Holy, Catholic, Apos- 
tolic and Roman Church to be the One True 
Church of Jesus Christ with the result that he was 
received into the Fold of Peter on the first Sunday in 
Advent in St. Peter Claver, Church, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
of which Rev. Bernard Quinn is Pastor.

May Our Lady of the Aton 
ment, who is Queen of All Missions, bring peace and 
succor through her gracious intercession!

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THE CATHOLIC EVIDENCE GUILD 
By Witiiam E. KerrisH 

Looking across the Atlantic at the street preaching 
work of the Catholic Evidence Guild, it appears as a 
truly notable effort and one whose results will, doubi- 
less, be written large in the missionary annals of the 
Church of God. The audacity of the idea, viewed 
from a purely human standpoint, together with the 
care which has been taken in the working out of its 
details in practice, stamps the work of the Guild as 
indeed, masterful. 

The spirit of loyalty to the Church, coupled with 
that of a true Christian humility 
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looked upon as the mark of the ‘papist’ and therefore 
of a traitor to the Commonweal. Thus the crowd 
which the speaker of the Catholic Evidence Guild 
faces when he steps on to the platform in Hyde Park, 
or one of the now widely scattered stamping grounds 
of these modern apostles, is a crowd somewhat dif- 
ferent in temper from what it would have been even 
at the beginning of the present century. It is how- 
ever, greatly in the dark as regards the teachings 
and purposes of the Catholic Church. For the most 
part the people know of her from her professional 
enemies. Hence the timely nature of the Guilds open 
street work. 

Fully realizing the grave obliga- 





which marks the Guild’s devoted “ae 
workers, both men and women, shows 
that the Bishops made no mistake 
in giving to the movement, the 
Episcopal approbation. 

The Catholic Evidence Guild was 
organized and formally established 
in 1918, in the Archdiocese of West- 
minster, under the patronage of His 
Eminence Cardinal Bourne. For 
some years previously, the Guild of 
Ransom had been holding open air 
meetings and processions, under the 
guidance and inspiration of the zeal- 
ous Father Philip Fletcher. These 
meetings were mostly devotional in 
character and did not take the form 
of directly teaching the truths of the 
Catholic Faith as the work of the 
Evidence Guild does. 

Since the organization of the 
Catholic Evidence Guild in 1918 its 
activities have widened, so that, 
Guilds are now established in a 
number of Dioceses. The large

The speakers are 
not required to be deeply learned in 
the philosophy and theology of the 
Church; but they are required to 
know the plain reasons for the faith 
that is in them. This they must be 
able to do in such a manner as to 
win the attention and goodwill of 
their hearers for the great cause 
they represent, a cause that they 
know can never prove false. Speak- 
ing from some personal experience 
with the Catholic Truth Guild of 
Boston, the writer would say that a 
fairly high degree of positiveness is 
desirable and even required in the 
offensive to make the Church better 
known and better loved. The work 
is in fact a constructive, teaching 
offensive for God and country. The

putting forward his own views, nor 
elaborating the passing religious, or 
social fancies of the day, but rather 
proclaiming anew, the eternal and 
unchanging Truths of the Church of God. Those 
among his hearers who are indeed men of goodwill 
will be drawn toward the truth more readily by a 
clearer and uncompromising exposition of it. 

The crowd must instinctively realize that the Guild 
speaker is absolutely sincere in all he says. For this 
reason none but a practical Catholic can possibly make 
an effective Guildsman. All the learning in the world 
will not take the place of the frequent and worthy 
reception of the sacraments for those who aspire to 
share in the glorious mission of the Church to teach 
all nations. 

Guildsmen look for, and receive no material reward, 
and not one of them from the director down, receives 
any financial or other monetary remuneration at any 
time. Thus they all make some sacrifice of time and 
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ffort for the cause of Christ in their native land, a 
ommon sacrifice which has its own effect for good 
spon the Guild itself, as well as perhaps strengthening 
its cause with the outside world. Guildsmen are 
recruited from the workaday world and never lose 
touch with that world, which tends to make their 
public work even more effective. They know the 
people before whom they speak for they are of those 
people themselves. 

A prospective Guildsman is required to select some 
specific Catholic subject, for example, ‘The Confes- 
sional’ and make himself proficient in that. He at- 
tends the instruction classes and lectures which are 
held weekly at the Guild’s headquarters. These edu- 
cational classes are conducted by selected priests and 
qualified laymen. The Guildsman works up his talk 
and tries it out before his brother members. He is 
questioned and ‘heckled’ just as he will be when he 
gets into action on the streets. Finally he is examined 
by two priests, and if found proficient in his subject 
an identification card is issued to him. 

The lay apostolate then takes his place with his 
brothers in the Faith who are to be seen nightly teach- 
ing the Faith of their fathers in the land which was 
once ‘Merrie England’ because it was Catholic Eng- 
land, and helping to bring to realization the blessed 
day, when there shall be that unity of Faith in the 
One True Fold which is the Sacred Heart's desire.

Particular mention is made in St. John’s Gospel, 
how he attended the synagogue at Caph arnaum th e 
Saturday after he performed the miracle of feec 
the multitude in the wilderness with five barley ome 5 
and two small fishes. It was on that particular sab- 
bath he preached His famous sermon, promising to 
give His Body and Blood for the food and drink of 
the faithful, which has been so gloriously. fulfilled i 
the Holy Eucharist. 

(3) The first place of Catholic Worship was the 
Upper Room in Je eo ilem, called the Cenacle, where 
Christ ate ped Paschal suppe r with His disciples and 
afterwards instituted the Blessed Sacrament by Him- 
self ss ieiieedhece the first M iS It was in this Upper 
Room He showed Himself to His Apostles for the 
first time after His Resurrection. It was here also 
that the Disciples were assembled when the Holy 
Ghost descended upon them on Pentecost Sunday. 
Owing to persecution both by the Jews and the 
Romans, Catholics were not allowed to build churches 
during the first three centuries of the Christian era. 
They usually met in private hous es. St. Peter 
preached to Cornelius, the first Gentile convert in his 
own house, baptizing him and his family and celebrat- 
ing under his roof, no doubt, in a large, spacious hall 
the Holy Eucharist. In the City of Rome St Peter and 
St. Paul celebrated Mass and held Catholic services 
in the house of Senator Pudens. Later on the neues 
of St. Cecilia became to all practical intents and pur- 
poses a Catholic Church, but the chief places of wor- 
ship for the Christians of Rome were the catacombs. 
There altars were erected in many a subterranean 
hapel. One of the oldest churches in Rome is the 
house of St. Clement, the Third Pope after St. Peter.

Clement died in the year one hundred. St. Clement’s 
is the titular church of His Eminence Cardinal 
O’Connell of Boston who at the expenditure of an 
immense sum of money has excavated the house of 
Pope Clement buried for centuries under thirty feet 
of accumulated de bris and flooded with subterranean 
springs. Mention should be made in this connection 
of the hired house occupied by St. Paul for two years. 
That also contained a Catholic chapel where St. Paul 
himself celebrated Mass. This is now a side chapel 
of the church of St. Paulinus and is being beautifully 
restored and decorated with funds from the Rock of 
Peter Foundation. There is also the subterranean 
dungeon in the Mamertine prison, nearby the Roman 
Forum, where both St. Peter and St. Paul were con- 
fined and where they baptized the jailor and many 
converts and must also have celebrated Mass prior 
to their martyrdom.
